Add rest of corn, sprinkle with re- 
maining crumbs, dot with bits of but- 
ter aud Jbake twenty-five minutes in 
moderate oven.

crumbs, 2 tablespoons butter, salt and 
pepper, 3-4 cup milk 


Wasjt scallops 
and cut in small 


pieces. Cover with water and bring 
quickly to bJlling point. Drain. Mix 
scallops and bread crumbs with salt 
and pepper, butter and milk. 
Put 


mixture into a buttered baking dish 
and bake half an hour in a moderate 
oven.
